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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings filed on 12/1 1/01 and 5/19/04 are acceptable subject to correction of the 
informalities. The drawings as presently constituted (Figs. 1-3) are too small and not legible. In 
order to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is required in reply to the Office 
action.

2. Claims 1-4 and 6-20 are allowed.
